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w Douglas Head. This rugged foreland of laminated 
3 shale stands 320 feet high, and overlooks the southern side 
° of Douglas. The zigzag path up the Head gives a good 
* view of Port Skillion, the popular bathing-place, and Port 
z Skillion Lighthouse, rebuilt in 1893. The view from the 
5 Head is magnificent, showing all the southern half of the 
t» island, and the Cumberland mountains across the sea. 
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
